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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the thermoplastic of Hudkins is 
not inherently rubber-like. However, applicant has not clearly defined in the specification what is meant by "rubber-like." Hence, the 
broadest reasonable interpretation is given to the term. It is reiterated that its reasonable to presume the thermoplastic material' of 
Hudkins is flexible or rubber-like or it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to make said thermoplastic material rubber-like 
and flexible in order to provide a flexible floor mat suited for a contoured automobile floor. 

It is suggested that applicant file an RCE and amend the claims to positively recite the metallocene ethylene-octene copolymer (e.g., 
"providing a recyclable, rubber-like thermoplastic backing material comprising an ethylene-octene copolymer formed using a metallocen 
catalyst"). Such action would be sufficient to overcome the 102 rejection, and would likely, short of an updated search, overcome the 
103 rejection.
